The annendnnent to the claims does not place the Application in condition 
for allowance. The pending claims present language that is not clearly described 
in the specification, as pointed out during telephonic interview. Such language 
was extensively discussed in several interviews conducted with Attorneys of 
records. Pursuant to our discussions, Applicants provided a proposed 
amendment (Draft) faxed on February 10, 2005, consisting of Amendments to 
the specification. Drawings and the claims to clarify/modify the indefinite terms of 
"analog telephone line" having "first pair of lines", and "second pair of lines" 
presented in the claims and not clearly described in the specification. 

Applicants in the response after final filed on 03/21/2005 did not present 
any of the suggested changes to the specification, Drawings, and the claims as 
indicated in the Draft amendment. 

Therefore, based on the previous interviews, the amendment would 
require further consideration.
